WASHINGTON, May 11.—(UP)— 


Dust from tinder-dry prairies formed 
a yellow curtain between sun and 
early today as the rich farm lands of 
the midwest thirsted for rain.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—(®)— 
President Roosevelt made,it elear to- 
day he was opposed to A erican par- 
ticipation in any general rence 
to consider a settlement of the world’s 
debts. 

At the White House, it was author- 
itatively explained that while this 
country was perfectly willing to en- 
ter any discussions concerning re- 
vision or readjustment of existing 
debt-funding agreements with any sin- 
gle nation, tke United States would 
not join in any general debt discus- 
sions. 

President Roosevelt has left the 
door open for any suggestions from 
individual 
and there is still, in high official] cir- 
cles, an expectation that some hith- 
erto undisclased move will be made— 
either in Europe or in Washington— 
-* a the apparent debts dead- 
ock, 

The president—despite authoritative 
information that several debter na- 
tions have been informed token pay- 
ments would no longer’ insure ex- 
emption. from the provisions of the 
Johnson act—astill feels the United 
States has laid down no rigid all- 
embracing nolicy. 

Any offers of partial payments on 
debts due by any debtor nations will. 
the president indicated, be given fuil 
and sympathetic consideration. Each 
however, will be treated eon 
a bilateral basis, with each offer to 
be considered on its merits. 

The president is still marking time 
in the préparation of. his message on 

war debts, but expects to send it to 
week.

tions leading toward debt settlements 
and not merely transmit a financial 
report on the status of each nation’s 
debts.

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STRIKES SPREAD 
INTO NEW FIELD 


Buick’s Flint Plant Closes 
as Result of Fisher 
Bodies Walkout. 


By the Associated Press. 

One of the nation’s major strikes 
was settled last night as walkouts con- 
tinued in other branches to cut down 
production of automobiles, shoes, coal, 
oil, and even bread. 


In Galveston, Mz J. Dwyer, presi- 
dent of the International Longshore- 
men’s Association in the gulf, said 
nearly all the 5,000 longshoremen out 
on a strike for several days in Texas 
and Lake Charles, La., would return 
to work today under terms of a new 
labor contract. The agreement, how- 
ever, did not affect four steamship 
lines for which the strikers still refuse 
to work pending further developments. 

Several disorders attended the long- 
shoremen’s’ strike. 

The Buick Motor Company closed 
its plant at Flint, Mich., 14 hours 
after union employes walked ont of 
the Fisher Body Corporation Plant 
No. 1, which supplied the Buick com- 
pany with bodies. Some 14,000 em- 
ployes were affected by the Buick 
shutdown. 

Following minor disturbances along 
besieged waterfronts of the Pacific 
coast, where longshoremen are on 
strike also, a presidential mediation 
board sought to work out a temporary 
working agreement. The possibility of 


government intervention was suggest- 
ed by one mediation board member. 

Striking employes of the Brown 
Shoe Company, at Salem, Charleeton, 
Mattoon, Sullivan and Murphysboro, 
Ill., and Vincennes, Ind., totaling 
nearly 4,000, engaged in peaceful 
picketing. At Salem, merchants woo 
refused to display sympathy signs | 
were boycotted by the strikers. 

R. H. Stickle, acting head of the 
International Oil Workers’ Union, 
told Washington reporters he “un- 
derstood” striking oil workers in the 
Seminole field of Oklahoma had been 
advised by William Green, American 
Federation of Labor head, to return 
to work. ee 

The probability that the striking 
gasoline station attendants of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, would take their dispute 
directly to Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, at Washington, appeared when 
union operators rejected the six-point 
plan suggested by Ickes. 

Akron Without Bread. 


A bread famine threatened Akron, 
Ohio, where bakers and bakery 
truck drivers are on strike. 

The Remington-Rand, Inc., strike 
spread to Cincinnati, Ohio, when 1,100 
employes of the company followed the 
example set in several other cities. 

In the western Kentucky coal field, 
most mines made preparations to re- 
open in the hope that sufficient work- 
ing forces could be mustered under a 
$4 scale for a seven-hour day to work 
the pits untit a decision is reached on 
their injunction restraining enforce- 
ment of the $4.60 NRA scale. 

Approximately 1,650 miners in the 
Hazard field of eastern Kentucky were 
on strike because of their claim that 
operators were selling coal to the 
Louisville & Nashville-railroad below 
the code price.

000 as a general recovery fund. 

This fund is slightly less than the 
$1,500,000,000 which had been con- 
templated. 

Insisting upon a balanced budget, 
Mr. Roosevelt decided that extra ap- 
propriations voted by congress so far 
come out of this general ‘recovery 
fund. 

These added expenditures include 
$228,000,000 for war veterans’ and pay 
cut restorations; $40,000,000 for crop 
loans; $40,000,000 for farm mort- 
gages; $29,000,000 for Mississippi 
flood control; $22,000,000 for other 
veterans benefits: and $5,000,000 for 
the army air service.

Even while dry heat and insects 
were blasting away at the midwest 
wheat farmers, experts in Washing- 
ton were working on plans to reduce 
the surplus in storage. 

It was believed that emergency ex- 
port methods which have worked well 
in the northwest could be applied to 
the southwest and Ohio valley. If the 
export plan works, there is a possi- 
bility that the American wheat sur- 
plus may be hammered down to below 
200,000,000 bushels for the first time 
in six years, 

The northwest plan involves buying 
wheat at the domestic price and sell- 
ing it abroad at the world price. The 
loss of about 221-2 cents a bushel 1s 
made up from the processing tax fund 
of the AAA. Profit to the farmers is 
limited to one cent a bushel.

Secretary Morgenthau said he would 
be willing to have a resolution which, 
in substance, would say that congress 
should declare it the policy of the 
government to establish monetary re- 
serves consisting of 25 parts silver 
and 735 parts gold and that the secre- 
tary of the treasury be “authorized 
and directed” to buy silver to reach 
that ratio.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


Several weeks ago a friend in Bruns- 
wick sent me about 10 pounds of green 
prawn which were consumed within a 
week with the help of all my family 
and friends. We had broiled shrimp, 
shrimp cocktails, shrimp salad, and 
plain shrimp, but the most permanent 
memory of those prawn reposes in my 
laboratory in a little jar marked 
“Brunswick shore fishes.” They were 
taken in the prawn nets and shipped. 

To begin with, I know absolutely 
nothing about fish. When a specimen 
is handed to me, I can usually tell 
whether it is a wrasse or gobie or 
blenny or pipefish, put as for knowing 
their relationships I am at a com- 
plete loss. Some years back I had 
a chance to learn some of the im- 
portant points of ichthyology and let 
it pass. The following winter I went 
to work in the museum of zoology 
at the University of Michigan. My 
first job was to unpack and prepare 
for the museum collections some five 
tons of fish specimens from the sea 
of Japan. If I had just taken that 
introductory course in ichthyology, 
what a great chance to add to that 
beginning { would have had. Under 
the circumstances all I could do was 
to gasp with admiration when some- 
thing weird and wonderfu! appeared 
fro mthe depths of a petrol tin. 

It is a far cry from the gurnards 
of Georgia to the pipetien from the 
Sea of Japan, yet there is a fascina- 
tion in both that leaves me groping 
for information. 

The main requirement for learning 
of the lives and names of the shore 
fishes of Georgia is plenty of time, 
a launch, a few nets and some form- 
alin, and two books that I have in 
mind. First get the books, then col- 
lect the rest of the gear on the way

THE ANTI-CRIME BILLS. 

The 10 anti-crime bills passed in 
record time by the house on Satur- 
day are aimed chiefly at removing 
the obstacles that have hindered the 
efforts of federal agents in track- 
ing down criminals and in render- 
ing assistance to state and local 
law enforcement bodies. 

The two most important meas- 
ures, in the opinion of the depart- 
ment of justice, are those author- 
izing the offering of rewards and 
the one which authorizes the death 
penalty for kidnappers who take 
their victims across state lines. 

The lack of a reward for cap- 
ture of Dillinger—only $25 being 
offered, despite the long list of 
crimes with which he is charged— 
has handicapped the federal agents 
in their search for him by depriv- 
ing them of information which 
would have been forthcoming had 
a stiff price been placed on his 
head. Under the Patman Dill, the 
government will have $25,000 to 
use for this purpose. 

Undoubtedly the making of kid- 
naping a hanging crime in federal 
courts, if the victim is taken across 
a state line, will act as an effec- 
tive deterrent to this type of 
crime. Few kidnapers have ven- 
tured to hide their victims away 
close to their homes, and it is cer- 
tain that few will be willing to 
face a death sentence when sub- 
jected to the untiring efforts of 
federal agents to run them down. 

The bills, as a group, authorize 
a material increase in the right of 
federal agents to exercise the pow- 
ers of an ordinary policeman. The 
government desires, with these 
powers defined, to equip its agents 
with high-speed armored cars, ma- 
chine guns and other modern 
equipment, and with airplanes. It 
is proposed to recruit an additional 
force of 200 agents. 

The bills would make federal of- 
fenses of the following crimes: 
Assault or killing of a federal of- 
licer; kidnaping; extortion by use 
of wire communication in inter- 
State commerce; transportation of 
stolen property across state lines, 
and the robbing of a bank that is 
a member of the federal reserve 
System, 

The crime clean-up that has been 
witnessed in the central and south- 
western sections of the country 
during the past year has been 
largely the result of the work of 
Teteral agents, but these agents 
have been limited in their efforts 
because of their restricted author- 
itv.

National Hospital Day, which will

Simultaneously with the decrease 
in patient revenue, there has been 
a lessening in the income from do- 
nations, individual and group, and 
in payments from local govern- 
mental units. 

The hospitals have a story to 
tell of splendid accomplishments 
during fhese trying years. They 
have not lost courage under the 
handicaps imposed upon them. 
Though salaries and wages have 
been reduced and the most rigid 
economies instituted, as far as the 
hospital needs of the patient is con- 
cerned, there has been. no lessen- 
ing of efficiency during the de- 
pression. 

In many communities, thé pub- 

lic will today also be impressed with 
the fact that, generally speaking, 
there are ample hospital facilities. 
Unnecessary hospitals add to the 
overhead of all near-by institu- 
tions and increase the unit cost of 
service in many ways. 
These are a few of the things 
that the public should know about 
their. hospitals, and today is set 
aside for the dissemination of not 
only this information, but of all 
matters concerning the  humani- 
‘tarian service performed by these 
institutions. 


THE RAILROADS WAKING UP. 


The awakening of the railroads 
from the period of lethargy during 
which little or nothing was done to 
improve their service nor make 
traveling by rail more inviting—a 
period during which they steadily 
lost patronage to competitive forms 
of transportation, offering either 
cheaper rates, faster speed or 
greater comfort—is being marked 
by the alertness which character- 
ized the development of the rail- 
roads in bygone days. 

Reports from railroad centers 
throughout the country tell of the 
addition of more and more air-con- 
ditioned trains, better service and 
lower rates, in order to get back 
the business that hagubeen lost to 
highway, air and water*competition. 
The greatest loss of business has 
been suffered by the railroads be- 
cause of the cheaper rates of bus 
and truck companies. The new low 
rail rates will go far towards re- 
covering much of this business, but 
the steps being taken to make rail 
travel faster and more attractive 
will prove even more effective in 
bringing back patronage. 

Two or three years ago it re- 
quired three and a half to four 
days to make the trip from At- 
lanta to the Pacific coast. With 
the introduction of high-speed, air- 
conditioned trains, with the same 
arrangements for the comfort and 
entertainment of passengers that is 
taken on even the smallest of steam- 
ships, the time of the trip will be 
cut materially and the journey will 
no more be the tedious and boring 
experience it now is. 


. The same improvement in the 
pleasure and comfort of railroad 
travel can be effected on every 
trunk line in the country, and the 
Steps now being taken are a hope- 
‘ful sign that railroad executives 
‘generally are coming to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that only by low- 
‘ered rates and improved service 
can they expect to regain their lost 
business.

POCKET EMERGENCY KIT. 

» Tourists, hunters, prospectors, 
‘woodsmen, explorers, naturalists and 
others who go to out-of-the-way 
places should keep at hand some sort 
of emergency or first-aid outfit, and 
as a rule the simpler and lighter 
the more useful such a kit will be. 

Besides being vaccinated against 
smallpox, every traveler who visi«s 
other countries should be immunized 
against typhoid before he begins his 
journey. 

Every tourist and traveler should 
have with him some means of disin- 
fecting questionable water for drink- 
ing. Various chlorin compounds are 
available for the purpose, such as 
halazone tablets or common chloride 
(chlorinated) of lime, or in an emer- 
gency a drop of tincture of iodin may 
be added to a pint of the water and 
shaken .and allowed to stand 20 min- 
utes, before one drinks any of the 
water. Of course boiling five minutes 
would make any water safe to drink, 
so far as pollution is concerned, 

Any worker, hunter, fisherman, ex- 
plorer or camper in rattlesnake coun- 
try should carry a package of anti- 
venin, which anybody can inject as an 
antidote for snakebite. The remedy 
keeps indefinitely. Many druggists 
rent the package at a nominal fee, for 
a week-end or any temporary need. 

Here are the items I think essen- 
tial in the pocket first-aid kit: 

One ounce tincture of iodin; one 
ounce flexible collodion; one ounce 
aromatic spirits of ammonia; one 
ounce boric acid powder; two seid- 
litz powders; 100 Phenolphthalein 
tablets; a dozen aspirin tablets; 
copper sulphate, a dozen one-grain 
tablets; a tube of sterile petrolatum ; 
a tube of Ol’ Doc Salve; spool of 
adhesive plaster; one or two sealed 
envelopes containing a yard- of 
sterile gauze; two-ounce carton or 
package of absorbent cotton; two or 
three bandages. 

Use the iodin to swab immediately 
every cut, abrasion or trifling or se- 
rious wound. It bites bard, but only 
for a moment. If there is no bleed- 
ing. immediately seal over the wound 
with a coating of flexible collodion. 
If there is oozing, carefully apply a 
strip or two of adhesive plaster, with- 
ont touching the wound, and draw 
the edges together with the plaster. 
If it is a considerable cut or abra- 
sion, cover the wound with a pad of 
sterile gauze and a layer of cotton 
and bandage, or retain the dressing 
with adhesive plaster straps. But 
always apply either some sterile petro-

CREDIT Farley is so modest that he might decline the honor, 
but it is at least a compliment to him that senators 
consider him capable of such a splendid execution. 
It is especially complimentary because President Roosevelt him- 
self, Commerce Secretary Roper and Assistant Commerce Secre- 
tary Dickinson originally tried to save Thorp. 


INFLUENCE Mr. Roosevelt nominated Thorp last January. 

Thorp was the kind of republican that the demo- 
crats have been welcoming into their fold, the Norris-La Follette 
type. He was a quiet economist who knew little of the Wash- 
ington world. 

His nomination was referred in the senate to a subcommittee 
composed of two democrats, Stephens and Bachman, and one re- 
publican, Nye. 

Hearings were held for two days. Rather trivial objections 
were made to Professor Thorp. At any rate, Bachman and Nye 
thought they were trivial. 

Stephens, however, decided to fight. He fought with the only 
available weapon—delay. He declined to call his committee to- 
gether and no action could be taken. 

The president himeplf finally wrote a letter to Stephens de- 
manding action, but it did no good. Roper likewise demanded 
action, but he had no more influence than the White House had. 


SCUTTLING After weeks, Stephens finally submitted the ques- 
tion in private to the larger commerce committee 
of the senate, from which he derived his power. ‘ 

No record exists to prove it, but in that secret commerce com- 
mittee meeting, Stephens and Roper used some warm words, 
Stephens insinuated that Roper had first worked against Thorp. 
Roper’s explanation was that he had later investigated the matter 
and found no valid objections to Thorp. 

Even then, no vote was taken. Later, Stephens went around 
privately and polled the democrats on the larger committee. They 
were under the impression that he was campaigning against Thorp, 
and some of them, as a personal favor to Stephens, said they would 
vote against Thorp if the matter ever got to a vote. 

One refused. He was Senator Sheppard, of Texas, who took the 
amazing position that he would not oppose any man just for po- 
litical reasons. 

Stephens got enough votes to defeat Thorp in committee with- 
out Sheppard, so he rushed down to the White House and urged 
that the nomination be withdrawn. It was, immediately, without 
further struggle. 

Nine out of ten senators will tell you today that if a vote could 
be obtained on the Thorp nomination, he would be confirmed over- 


whelmingly. 


NOTES The senate cloakrooms believed Stephens was so ex- 

cited because Thorp had turned him down on some 
patronage appointments in the foreign ‘and domestic commerce 
bureau. That is incorrect. Stephens received no appointments in 
the bureau and did not ask for any, but he did ask for and get a 
job for a friend in the census bureau, which also is under the com- 


merce department. 


Thorp’s opponents publicly based their objections on the 
ground that business was strongly against a college professor being 


in Thorp’s job. 


Investigation discloses there were only three outside objections 
to Thorp. One came from a small business establishment in upper 
New York state, another from an inconsequential employe who had 
been fired and the third from a Greek in New York who protested 
because Thorp’s department had not done more to help the Athens 


exposition. 


The Democratic Protective Association, opposing Thorp, is com- 
posed mostly of oné"man, J. Rutledge Magee, a South Carolinian, 
who was a CWA worker in Thorp’s bureau and was dropped when 


CWA work was curtailed.

The cottages are designed to ac- 
commodate families having not more 
than three children, a fact which 
rather pointedly implies some abridge- 
ment of the free man’s right to prop- 
agate. This preference plainly shown 
for small families undoubtedly will 
come in for some serious ‘viewing- 
with-alarm in due course. It is pos-

that most of the purchasing of goods 
by the American people is “charac- 
teristically made on the basis of “in- 
tangible and glowing generalities.” 

Because of lack of standards in 
most goods sold, control of business 
by a comparatively few companies and 
“mass standardized judgments shaped 
hy the press, the radio, and the mov- 
jes” the 30,000,000 families who spend 
60 per cent of the national income 
over retail counters “all too often do

said.

terests of consumers, Tugwell said the 
group of men and women “have done 
what they could to protect this inter-

Manufacturers Fight. 

“They have been handicapped by a 
lack of public support and under- 
standing, but they have always fought 
a good fight.”

They have argued that standards 
were not applicable, and that new 
legislation was needed to apply them 
but “however worthy of serious con- 
sideration such reasons may be,” 
Tugwell said, “there is always an in- 
ference that the decisive reason for 
opposition is that the extension of 
standards would tend to break quasi- 
monopolies founded upon private 
brands and advertising. 

“None of the objectors, however. 
have been so candid as to admit that 
standardization would cut into profits 
attributable to consumers’ ignorance.” 

Consumers Must -Organize. 

He added his own belief “that 
manufacturers and the advertising 
profession alike are missing an op- 
portunity in not achieving voluntary. 
change. If they would do it now, 
they might take advantage of a ris- 
ing tide of scepticism and so further 
their own interests quite apart from 
the public service involved.’ 

Organization of industry into 
larger producing units “has progres- 
sively weakened the position of con- 
sumers in the market,” the assistant 
secretary said. “The time has come 
for them to organize if they are ever 
going to; they can still exert some 
pressure through the market, but also 
they can influence governmental pol- 

° icies.” 

Consumers can no longer rely upon 
the old theory that aeaanetition’ of 
business will insure the best goods 
at a fair price because of monopolies, 
he added, and “the competition be- 
tween producer groups still provides 
a meager, accidental protection of 
consumer interests.” 

ss Seek Ketter Prices. 

rhe farm act seeks to obtain for 
farmers a larger share of the con- 
sumer's dollar, Tugwell said. 

“Part of the consumer's dollar now 
goes to support wasteful and unneces- 
sary competition, duplication of sell- 
ing expense, a needless multiplicity 
of services to consumers, dubious 
credit arrangements ,and various un- 
ethical practices. 

“Eliminating these wastes should 
mean better conditions for honest aud 
efficient business, as well as better 
prices for producers, 

{Thus the law provides the condi- 
tions for an agricultural industry in 
which the forces of production are so 
managed” through crop control as to 
keep in step with demand, “and to 
increase the demand by redistributing 
purchasing power so that consumers 
can come more readily into the mar- 


ket.”

Erstwhile Utilities Mag- 
nate Goes to Hospital as 
Counsel Maps Plans. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—#)—Samuel 
Insull Sr. was at liberty tonight—on 
$250,000 bail. 

Released from Cook county jail by 
friends who put up that amount, the 
deposed utilities czar went at once 


fo a guest room in St. Luke’s hos- 
pital. 

“I've convinced him,” said his son, 
Samuel Jr., “that he ought to rest 
there. These last three days (Insull 
has been in jail or court three days 
and three hights) “have been a strain

_Insull will rest in the hospital, in a 
single room on the fourth flodr over- 
looking Michigan boulevard, without 
cost. The superintendent said this was 
in repayment of Insull's contributtons 
to the institution when he was the 
city’s wealthiest man. 
Two Appointments. 

Free after making a record bond 
which he had called “impossible,” In- 
sull has two appointments. 

Next Tuesday he must answer 
guilty or not guilty to two charges 
the federal government has against 
him, Then, too, a court will rule on 
his charge that he was “shanghaied” 
off of his seagoing refuge, the Greek 
freighter Maiotis. 

On Wednesday he will be arraigned 
and asked to answer state charges of 
embezzlement, connected with sums 
taken from middlewest utilities to 
meet brokerage accounts of his broth- 
er, Martin. 

To loosen the federal government's 
grip on Insull took nearly a full day. 
The rescue forces, led by his son, Sam- 
uel Jr. and Attorney Floyd E. Thomp- 
80m, Were ready when court opened 
with bail~a fortune in real estate, 
securities and cash, to post as a guar- 
antee that when Insull’s cases came 
to trial, he would be on hand. 

Not So Impossible. 

They had called this amount—the 
highest bond ever asked for a prisoner 
in Chicago, and, Insull attorneys 
claimed, in the nation—“completely 
impossible.” But today they found it. 
Insull’s son said, “dozens of father’s 
friends offered us property, and the 
best of it—the property that was not 
encumbered—we used for the state 
charges. 

“The rest’—he would not estimate 
the total contributions—‘“‘we posted 
with the bonding house for a surety 
bond. Besides real estate, there were 
some securities.” 

Who pledged property to get the 
£200,000 surety bond was not reveal- 
ed. In the state court, however, 
sull’s second bond—one of $50, 
was furnished chiefly by strangers. 

Two married couples and two indi- 
viduals pledged real estate—homes, 
flats and vacant lots—to meet this 
bond. Insull had met only one of the 
six who befriended him. 

Refuses To Answer. 

Insull, by proxy, refused an answer 
the federal charges against him when 
he has arraigned. When the two 
charges against him were read—one 
accusing him of mail fraud and an.- 
other of violating the bankruptcy law

On March 25 last, Henry A. Weems, 
a railroad man; Mrs. Merle 8S. Weems 
and their daughter, were in an automo- 
bile wreck near Hampton, Ga. An

GRAIN CONFERENCE 


South American Nation 
Rejects Plans for Boost- 
ing Price of Wheat. 


LONDON, May 11.—(#)—Argen- 
tina’s opposition tonight wrecked an 
international project for - boosting 
wheat export prices by ten per cent 
and helping farmers throughout the 
world. .

Thereafter the 
pariey named a subcommittee to place 
recommendations before the govern- 
ments concerned prior to the next 
meeting of the advisory commission 
here June 27, and adjourned in pessi- 
mistic mood. 

The subcommittee will meet Mon- 
day “to consider fully possible alter- 
native plans to stabilize and improve 
wheat prices.” The minimum export 
quotation plan has been under con- 
sideration for eight months, and was 
approved at a recent session in Rome 
of the wheat advisory commission.

“Viva Villa!” with Wallace Beery 
at Loew’s Grand. 

“Such Women are Dangerous” 
with Warner Baxter at the Fox. 

“The Black Cat” with Bela Lugosi 
and Boris Karloff at the Paramount. 

“Palooka” with Jimmy Durante at 
the Georgia. 

Another new one comes in this 
morning, “No Greater Glory,” a Frank 
Borsage production, at the Rialto. 


“Viva Villa!” 

One of the most enthralling pieces 
of screen entertainment yet. Fully 
worthy of four-star rating. That’s 
my considered judgment and it will 


have to stand. 

The picture moves with an almost 
savage rhythm that grips you with 
its sense of ruthless inevitability. 
There are scenes in it among the mos? 
beautiful ever caught by camera and 
there are other scenes so remorseless 
in realism you feel shudders as though 
you witnessed the event in the flesh. 

Wallace Beery, you'll notice, is fea- 
tured in the announcement trailer 
even ahead of the title. Rightfully so, 
for his delineation of Pancho Villa is 
one of the really great characteriza- 
tions of the screen. This Villa must 
have been a remarkable man. Boyish 
in unsophistication in some _ things, 
terrible in his simple wrath and ruth- 
lessness in others. 

Leo Carrillo contributes a gem of 
a role, with Henry B. Walthall splen- 
did as Madero. ‘There are plenty of 
lovely women to suit all tastes and 
Stuart Erwin does excellently in a re- 
porter’s role that, nevertheless, was 
evidently written for Lee Tracy. 

Can’t be recommended too highly.

“The Black Cat.” 

Everything about this production is 
calculated to chill your blood and make 
your scalp tingle. It is Universal's 
newest horror story, designed to out- 
horror “Dracula,” “Frankenstein” 
and all the parade that have preceded 
it.

Taken from Edgar Allen Poe’s sto- 
ry of the same title, it has been mod- 
ernized and rewritten until there is 
not much of the original left.

An interesting situation is always 
presented when a partnership at the 
bridge table undertakes a contract as 
a defensive measure expecting to be 
penalized, only to find that the guds 
of distribution have been so kind to 
them that they fulfill their contract. 
There is, of course, an added thrill 
when the grimly defending. partner- 
ship have been forced to erect their 
last defensive against what appears to 
be an opposing game at a slam con: 
tract, and when the fulfillment of the 
contract involves not only favorable 
distribution, but clever play. 

Mr. Stanley Gould, of Toledo, Ohio, 
recently sent me the hand below, 
which was played by him as a mem- 
ber of the Toledo University bridge 
team:

North now led 
the nine of trumps. and East, forced 
to win with the 10, bad to return a 
tromp up to the major tenace in the 
declarer’s hand.

Somebody is always steeping up 
| With a prescription for the making 
/of a happy home. <A thoughtful wom- 
/an who has been devoting a great 
deal of time to voluntary social work 
finishes her first year with the state- 
ment that the surest way for a wife 
to create normal and wholesome at- 
mosphere for her children is to build 
her home around an idealized picture 
of her husband. Says she: “The wife 
must paint the picture in colors 
bright enough to flatter her husband 
and large enough to compel the ad- 
miration of her children.” Even 
when her own illusions about her 
husband have been partially destroy- 
ed she must not permit the children 
to discover it. 

The father being God to his chil- 
dren when they are very young, they 
must not see him topple from his 
throne or inestimable damage is done 
to their childish faith. If he topples 
in spite of his wife’s efforts to keep 
him enthroned she must pick him 
up as gracefully as she can, replace 
the crown on his brow and cal] the 
children to witness that she still 
loves him and has faith in him.

This puts’ a’ terrific ‘strain on the 
wife and mother. - Whén she discov- 
ers that the man she has married is a 
drunkard or a philanderer or an in- 
competent provider she not only has 
her love-illusion destroyed but she 
loses that sense of security which 
is the most precious feature of her 
marriage. In her disappointment she 
is sorely tempted to go to her chil- 
dren for sympathy and solace, to tell 
them how their father has mistreat- 
ed her and cheated her, how through 
weakness or meanness he has wrecked 
her life. She then has the satisfac- 
tion of appearing as a martyr and 
also the satisfaction of seeing her 
husband punished by the righteous in- 
dignation which she has aroused in the 
children against him. 

But what she loses is far greater 
than what she gains. The children 
inevitably feel a contempt for her in 
her inability to handle her problem. 
They may not be old or wise énough 
to analyze their feelings but when 
they see their mother unable to hold 
the check rein on her family they take 
the bit in their teeth and run away.

The point is well illustrated in two 
homes situated in a poor district of a 
certain town. In each case the hus- 
band and father is a drunkard. There 
is no concealing the truth from the 
children. One wife flies into a rage 
when her husband comes home drunk. 
Billingsgate is hurled into the air, 
threats are made, even blows exchang- 
el. Neighbors sometimes witness a 
free-for-all fight in which parents and 
children are engaged. These children 
have no respect for their father and 
mother nor for law and order. They 
play truant’ from school and come 
home only when cold or hunger runs 
them in. When their parents under- 
take to scold or correct them they 
are impertinent, defiant and even abu- 
sive.

In the other home the wife is a 
self-controlled Jittle woman. When 
her husband comes home drunk she 
gets him to bed as best she can, 
keeps the house quiet so he can sleep 
and sends the children out to play. 
Since they were quite young sHe has 
been explaining to them that their 
father is not a wicked man, that he is 
good and kind and generous, that he 
loves her and them but he is a victim 
of a disease which he cannot copn- 
trol. She has taught those children 
to pity him for his weakness and to 
love and admire him for his good 
qualities. Consequently. they are re- 
spectful to him. The dark secret in 
the family may cast a shadow on 
their childish happiness but it doesn’t 
destroy their faith in humanity nor 
| Poison the pleasure of their home life.

| “But how,” one asks. ‘can a wom- 
ah keep her illusions about her hus- 
band when he does eversthing to de- 
stroy them, and how can she pretend 
to the children that she has faith in 
‘him when, in fact, she has lost it?” 
The answer is that she must learn to 
reckon with what she has and not 
with what she hoped to have in her 
husband. She must dwell on his strong 
points rather than on his weak points. 
She must credit him with what. vir- 
tues he has, and the worst of hus- 
bands boasts some virtures. Thé in- 
competent provider is frequently the 
gentlest and kindest sort of man. The 
drunkard is often generous with his 
wife and family and in his sober mo- 
ments considerate and companionable. 
Even the philanderer, the husband 
who above all others tries a woman’s 
soul, after his trips down the prim- 
rose path comes home to his wife and 
children, chastened. repentant and re- 
solved to be faithfful for the rest of 
his life. Cannot the wife of anyone 
of them salvage enough with which to 
create a wholesome atmosphere for 
ber little ones to breathe?

In Mark Twain's books, “Tom 
Sawyer’ and “Huckleberry Finn,” we 
| find not only adventure but sunny 
' humor as well, and we may say that 
they “place smiles in our memory.” 
‘Louisa Aleott’s books are wholesome 
and interesting.

TRACK TEAMS 
END SEASONS 


Jackets Meet Tigers Here. 
Bulldogs Face ’Gators 
at Athens. 


By Dillon Graham. 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 
The final series of dual track meets 


prior to the Southeastern conference 
will be featured today by the long- 
expected meeting between Sterling Du- 
pree, of Auburn, and Perrin Walker, 
of Georgia Tech, in the dash events. 


Their races headline the annual Au- 
burn-Georgia Tech engagement on 
Grant field here this afternoon. Du- 
pree is the Southeastern conference 
champion in both the 100 and 220-yard 
dashes, while Walker is the lanky 
sophomore sensation who has beaten 
the conference’s century record and 
has tied the furlong mark. 

Neither have been beaten in compe- 
tition this year. Dupree’s best times 
have been 10.2 seconds in the 100 as 
compared to his 9.9 seconds winning 
time of a year ago, and 22.3 seconds in 
the furlong as against his 2*.7 race 
that won a year ago at Birmingham. 


WALKER BETTER. 

Walker has done considerably bet- 
ter, having run the century several 
times in 9.6 seconds and the furlong 
in 21.2 seconds. The conference rec- 
ords, made by Ed Ham, of Georgia 
Tech in 1928, are 9.8 seconds for the 
100 and 21.2 seends for the 220. 

Walker may also compete in the 
high jump, broad jump, shot put and 
relay. Dupree more than likely will 
be the anchor man on the Alabama 
Poly relay quartet. 

On the basis of times made this sea- 
son, Walker will rule as the favor- 
ite. However, Dupree hasn't been in 
the best of shape, due to football in- 
juries, and also, he hasn't been se- 
verely pressed and forced to try for 
lower time. He is rounding into top 
condition now and the threat of real 
competition likely will make him run 
the sprints Saturday in his fastest 
times of the year. 

HURDLES. 

Auburn appears slightly stronger in 
the hurdles and distance runs, the 
high jump and the pole vault. Tech 


may hold an edge in some of the field 
events, and the shorter distance runs. 


Georgia meets Florida at Athens. 
The ’Gators made a poor showing last 
week against Auburn and are not 
expected to give Georgia much of a 
battle. 

Tennessee will compete in a state 
intercollegiate meet at Knoxville, but 
the other teams, including the title- 
winning 1933 Louisiana outfit, rest 
this week in preparation for the con- 
ference championships in Birmingham 
May 18-19.

COMMITTEE CHANGES 
PULITZER REGULATIONS 


NEW YORK, May 11.—()— 
Three changes in the regulations gov- 
erning the annual Pulitzer prize 


awards in letters and journalism have 
been made by the advisory board of 
the Columbia University: School of 
Journalism, which this year overruled 
several of the juries’ selections, 

The amended regulations will be ix 
effect next year when the winners are 
chosen. 

Two of the changes, interpreted to- 
day as a move back.to the spirit of 
the original will of the late Joseph 
Pulitzer, consist of the addition, in 
brackets, of the phrase, “preferably 
dealing with American life,” in the 
novel and drama award clauses. 

Procedure Change. 

The third is an amendment in pro- 
cedure, described today by Dr. Nich- 
olas. Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia University, as follows : 

Henceforth, the juries in each prize 
field will not be expected to make rec- 
ommendations for the award of any 
prize. Instead, they will present an 
eligible list of candidates, with a state- 
ment of the reason why the particular 
candidate is thought worthy of seri- 
ous consideration. 

These eligible lists will then guide 
the advisory board—the body charged 
by the Pulitzer will with the responsi- 
bility of recommending the names for 
awards—in making its definite recom- 
mendations to the trustees of Colum- 
bia University. 

The changes were voted by the 
board at its recent annual meeting. 
At the same meeting, the board voted 
its recommendations for this year's 
awards, 

To Promote Understanding. 

Dr. Butler said that the regulations 
were amended to prevent misunder- 
standing on the part of the public. 

The novel and drama clauses, as 
amended, read: 

“For the best novel published dur- 
ing the year by an American author 
(preferably dealing with American 
life) one thousand ($1,000) dollars. 

“For the original American play, 
erformed in New York, which shall 
est represent the educational value 
and power of the stage, (preferably 
dealing with American life) one thou- 
sand ($1,000) dollars.” 

Pulitzer wrote in the original will 
that the novel prize should go to the 
“American novel published during the 
year which shall best present the 
whole atmosphere of American life, 
and the highest standard of American 
manners and manhood;” but the part 
relating to “American life’ and 
“American manners. and manhood” 
was dropped from the clause, by vote 
on the advisory board, in 1 

However, only twice, in the 16 years 
the fiction prize has been awarded, 
has it gone to novels with foreign 
locale. 

These were Thornton Wilder's 
“Bridge of San Luis Rey,” the prize 
novel of 1928, and Pearl Buck's “The 
Good Earth,” which won the award 
in 1932. 

The Wilder novel depicted a ca- 


| 


tastrophe in Lima, Peru, two centuries 
ago. “The Good Earth” was the story 
of a Chinese peasant. 

The play award clause never be- 
fore has contained a specific state- 
ment that the play preferably should 
deal with American life, but merely 
has specified “American play.” 

A part of the original play clause 
mentioned “good morals, good taste 
and good manners,” but this part was 
dropped in 1928.
